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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under 
section 122(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for patent by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for 
patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in 
section 351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an 
application filed in the United States only if the international application 
designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) of such 
treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-7, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Eder U.S 
Pub:2001/0041995A1. 

As per claim 1 , Eder discloses a method of managing the accounts 
receivable and the accounts payable through an intermediary of transactions, 
comprising the steps of. 

preparing and managing the data on the accounts receivable and the accounts 
payable for each of the parties in transactions based on the ordering data, the 
order-receiving data and the delivery data between said parties (see column 7 
paragraph 0064 and paragraph 0067 and column 26 claims 7 and 9) 
sending the prepared data on the accounts receivable and the accounts payable 
to each party.(see column 7 paragraph 0064 and paragraph 0067 and column 26 
claims 7 and 9) preparing and managing the payment management data and the 
receipts management data; and 

sending the payment management data and the receipts management data thus 
prepared to each party.(see column 7 paragraph 0064 and paragraph 0067 and 
column 26 claims 7 and 9). 

As per claim 2, Eder discloses further comprising the step of instructing a 
financial institution to transfer funds based on said payment management data 
and said receipts management data. (see column 7 paragraph 0064 and 
paragraph 0067 and column 26 claims 7 and 9). 
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As per claim 3, Eder discloses further comprising the step of providing the 
financial services based on said accounts receivable data. (see column 7 
paragraph 0064 and paragraph 0067 and column 26 claims 7 and 9). 

As per claim 4, Eder discloses further comprising the step of providing the 
financial services 3 based on said accounts receivable data, (see column 7 
paragraph 0064 and paragraph 0067 and column 26 claims 7 and 9). 

As per claim 5, Eder discloses a system for managing the accounts 
receivable and the accounts payable through an intermediary of transactions, 
comprising a transaction intermediary unit connected to the processing means of 
each party in transactions through a network for acting as an intermediary for 
transactions. (see column 7 paragraph 0064 and paragraph 0067 and column 26 
claims 7 and 9) wherein said transaction intermediary unit includes means for 
relaying, between the parties, the ordering data, the order-receiving/delivery data 
and the inspection data from the parties concerning the transactions.(see column 
7 paragraph 0064 and paragraph 0067 and column 26 claims 7 and 9) means for 
preparing the accounts receivable data, the accounts payable data, the payment 
management data and the receipts management data based on the ordering 
data, the order-receiving/delivery data and the inspection data, and 
means for sending the data thus prepared to the parties. (see column 7 
paragraph 0064 and paragraph 0067 and column 26 claims 7 and 9). 

As per claim 6, Eder discloses a further comprising processing means of a 
financial institution connected through a network, wherein said transaction 
intermediary unit further includes means for instructing the financial institution to 
transfer funds based on said payment management data and said receipts 
management data. (see column 7 paragraph 0064 and paragraph 0067 and 
column 26 claims 7 and 9) and wherein said financial institution includes means 
for transferring funds between the parties in response to said fund transfer 
request and means for sending each of the parties the payment processing data 
and the receipts processing data constituting the result of said fund transfer 
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processing, (see column 7 paragraph 0064 and paragraph 0067 and column 26 
claims 7 and 9). 

As per claim 7, Eder discloses a said recording medium being adapted to 
store therein: 

a processing program for receiving the ordering data, the order-receiving data 
and the delivery data between the parties in transactions. (see column 7 
paragraph 0064 and paragraph 0067 and column 26 claims 7 and 9) 
a processing program for preparing and managing the accounts receivable data 
and the accounts payable data for each party based on said ordering data, said 
order-receiving data and said delivery data. (see column 7 paragraph 0064 and 
paragraph 0067 and column 26 claims 7 and 9) a processing program for 
preparing and managing the payment management data and the receipts 
management data; and a processing program for sending said data prepared to 
each of said parties. (see column 7 paragraph 0064 and paragraph 0067 and 
column 26 claims 7 and 9). 

Conclusion 

3. The prior art of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to Applicants 
disclosure. 

Liddy Eder (US Patent 6, 026, 388) teaches user interface and other 
enhancements for natural language information retrieval system and method. 

Kohorn US PATENT: 5, 508, 731) teaches generation of enlarged participatory 
broadcast audience.
